Mr. Jamieson, in support of the 
substitute resolution, said: 

“Your committee are of the opin- 
ion that there is considerable merit 
in P.C, 7440 properly applied, regu- 
lated and enforced in conjunction 
with the planned war-lime economy 
of the government. To request its 
abolition when thousands of work- 
ers have secured agreements under 
its provisions for the duration of 
the war might have serious reper- 
cussions.” 

(Under P.C. 7440 the cost-of-living

SAYS MINISTER “ERRED” 

“The minister of labor (Hon. Nor- 
man McLarty) and officers of his 
department have in our judgment 
erred in the enforcement of the 
legislation,” he said. “They have 
interfered with the free operation 
of the boards of conciliation by the 
use of their interpretations and by 
instructions to these boards, for- 
eign to the declared intention of the 
federal government in their price 
control and wage policy.”

Reconstruction 
In thinking about the post-war 
world, after an American victory 
we must imagine Europe almost 


completely stripped of peacetime 
production, her peacetime indus- 
tries shattered, worn out from years 
of effort without installation of new 
equipment, and blown to bits by 
aerial bombs and land artillery. 

The British and German air 
forces are tearing out the vitals 
of each other's industrial fabric. 
If this sort of thing goes on for 
several years more until we win, 
| neither the British nor the Ger- 
mans, nor probably anyone else in 
| Europe, will be equipped to meet 
the post-war requirements for or- 
dinary needs, let alone the great 
task of physical reconstruction. 

Only America will possess the 
mechanical equipment, the raw 
materials, the finances, the leader- 
ship, and energy to rebuild a post- 
war world. 

As I see it, it will not be possi- 
ble—win, lose, or draw—to return 
to the old system of economy which 
was supposed to exist up to 1941. 
This was never really reconstituted 
after the first world war. 

The impoverished nations after 
that war turned to increased politi- 
cal control over economie forces. 
Governments entered the business 
field at almost every point. They 
will do it again; they are doing it 
now. 

Whether we like it or not our 


whole system of comparatively 
unregulated free enterprise is 
temporarily in eclipse, and will 


not return during our lifetime, I 
do not say that with any gatisfact- 
ion—-I regret it 

The world after the present war, 
will be a world of regulated eco- 
nomic life. 

The great choige in post-war eco- 
nomics will lie between a world of 
nationally regulated economics and 
some form of international co-oper- 
ation, federation or regulation, 

A continuance of economic na- 
tionalism, reinforced by the new 
high-pressure tactics which the 
states have worked 
out, is very possible. It is too like- 
ly to happen to suit me, 

A revival and extension of such 
economic nationalism is a certain

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Member of The Canadian Press: The 
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Conscription Coming 


If logic and common sense are per- 
mitted to have anything to do with the 
introduction of conscription in Canada, 
the logic furnished by A. Beverley 
Baxter, M.P., to a crowded public lunch- 
eon in Edmonton Thursday would seem 
to make an affirmative decision inevit- 
able. 

In that compellingly clear and lively 
manner for which he is internationally 
noted, Mr. Baxter told of the British 
aircraft factory people working twelve- 
hour shifts, seven days a week. He told 
of a great nation geared up to incom- 
parable self-sacrifice. 

He told of a spirit of service 
aflame in the Old Country that is vir- 
tually a social renaissance in itself. 

And then, by inference, he led his 
listeners to contrast with that spirit 
the attitude assumed largely in this 
country by people who feel the war is 
too remote to require their personal ef- 
fort. 

He made it clear that, in some way 
or other, the selfish must be made to 
give service for service with the many 
thousands of’ patriotic young men and 
women who have offered themselves to 
their country in the darkest days of the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. 

His address made it obvious that it 
is unreasonable and unjust that a few 
patriots should be allowed to bear the 
burden of defending the interests of 
those who refuse to sacrifice. 

The only democratic way to level off 
the burden of defence, he declared, is by 
conscription. 

There seems to be no possible refu- 
tation of this logic. 

And that Edmonton, at least, agrees 
enthusiastically with his views was 
shown beyond question in the great 
volume of applause that endorsed his 
fearless and unequivocal statements. 


Fortunate Young Albertans

Fewer new students registered at 


the University on opening day than a 
year ago. Late-comers may make up the 
shortage, but that is hardly expected. 
Many young men who ordinarily would 
have entered for courses are now fly- 
ing warplanes, manning warships or 
serving in the army, and probably some 
girls have abandoned plans for univer- 
sity training to take up war work. Dis- 
appointing crops over a good part of 
the province also will prevent some, 
perhaps many, of both sexes spendifg 
the year at college.

Young Albertans should be pro- 
foundly thankful that the doors of their 
university are still open, and that so 
many of them have the means to at- 
tend,

Workers Equips Them For 
Finer Democracy 
By HAROLD I.. WEIR 

Yesterday morning, I heard Beverley 
Baxter of London tell the employees of 
the Aircraft Repair Depot in Edmonton 
of the magnificent manner in which their 
British prototypes are catrying on. 

It is, Of course, a moving story of de- 
termination and devotion. And Mr. 
Baxter does that sort of thing well, 

He possesses that ; 
essential simplicity of 
language which is a form 
of genius. He has a fine 
emotional capacity for 
feeling and an equally 
fine intellectual faculty 
for controlling it. Add to 
these qualities an abiding 
sense of timing and of 
the fitness of things and 
you have a man admir- 
ably fitted for keeping 
up the morale of the air- \ 
orate workers in England, Harold L. Weir 
which is his job, and for doing the same 
thing among the aircraft workers of Can- 
ada, which is his holiday. 

His address to the employees of tite 
Aircraft Repair Depot here, of course, was 
a calculated effort to speed up their 
efforts, which, man for man, are already 
greater than those of any other similar 
establishment in Canada. 

He told a plain, undecorated story of 
the valor of the workers of England, of 
how they sacrifice their rest, their leisure, 
their health and their lives to turn out 
those unsurpassed machines in which the 
Royal Air Force is beating Hitler. 


Devotion 


I think everyone in his audience was 
deeply impressed with the sacrifices made 
daily by those on the “factory front”. 

He lauded their unexcelled craftsman- 
ship and recorded instances of where the 
skill and anxious care put into airplanes 
by weary factory workers had saved the 
lives of pilots and kept Hitler's hordes out 
of England. 

He told how the men in the great Eng- 
lish factories, desperate for rest and worn 
out with interminable, twelve-hour shifts, 
seven days a week, had vehemently re- 
jected the offer of a brief holiday because 
the flying men needed more planes with 
which to force back the Hun birds of evil 
that darkened English skies. 

And as he talked on and recounted 
tale after tale of rare devotion and sacri- 
fice and superhuman effort in mill and 
factory, I swear I could see the same spirit 
kindling and growing in the eyes and 
faces of those who heard him. 

My mind went back, unwittingly, to 
the: last time I had heard Beverley Baxter 
speak in England, when he was beguiling 
the corporate ear of a certain English con- 
stituency with honeyed words. 

He was doing a beautiful job for the 
Party then. Yesterday he did a job for 
humanity. 

They Seek To Serve 

There is no doubt that the same pas- 
sion for service that has seized the work- 
men of England is already aflame in our 
Canadian factories. 

And I think it is a very lovely thing 

The airman feels the exhilaration of 
mortal combat in the thin air far above 
the clouds. The sailor knows the thunder= 
ous splendor of battle at sea. The soldier, 
too, has his moments of pomp and circum- 
stance when he thrills with martial exal- 
tation. 

But the worker in the factory has only 
the monotonous drone of wheels, the dust, 
the sweat, the toil and an intolerable 
weariness. 

Yet he, too, faces sudden death with 
nonchalance. He, too, gives his life and his 
strength and his manhood that civilization 
may endure. 

Here is a new order of chivalry. 

These knights of the factory pursue, 
with the same fanatic zeal that impelled 
the men of Arthur to seek the Graal, the 
elusive chalice of liberty. 

Sweeter Fruits Of War 

Those dour and bitter Nietschean 
philosophers, upon whose acrid doctrines 
the Nazis have built their political struc- 
ture, made a tremendous point of the 
necessity and the beauty of war 

They envisioned a totalitarian state 
kept strong and virile and ruthless by 
physical struggle and violence. War, they 
declared, taught men how to command 
and rule 

t is, perhaps, the most caustic paradox 
time that, in our countries, war is 
helping to build a democratic state that 1s 
sacrificial, compassionate and sweet, War 
is teaching our people how to serve and 
how to obey 

There is a paradox within a paradox, 
too, because in that amazing political

hodge-podge we are pleased to call de- 
mocracy there was never any provision 
made for service. One of the greatest 
allures held out for this pecuiiar doctrine 
under which we live is that it offers an 
opportunity for everybody to be boss. 

Democracy is enticing because it holds 
out the specious bait that every man born 
of woman can become a leader. 

It is such a tremendous controversion 
of ‘human nature that the fact that it 
works, after a fashion, is miraculous. 

As a matter of fact, the human instinct 
to serve and obey is so overwhelmingly 
more powerful than the instinct to com- 
mand and to rule that I wonder, upon 
tae that we ever get any leaders at 
all. 

Which might explain, of course, why 
we get real leaders so seldom. 


And Afterwards 


The prodigious capacity for service 
that is growing up in our factories, and 
which is fostered by such efforts as that 
of Mr. Baxter, will endure far beyond 
the conclusion of the war. 

Hitherto, war has crippled democracy 
because democracy always unfitted men 
for conffict. This time, war is elevating 
democracy because it is training men in 
the spirit of service without which de- 
mocracy is a fairly bad joke. 

Our democracy was getting mouldy 
and moth-eaten because, with its infam- 
ous doctrine of miraculously expanding 
“room at the top”, it encouraged selfish- 
ness.

And there is reason to hope that out of 
these same factories, out of the hearts of 
the common people, will grow a new force 
of devoted public service that will sweep, 
like a clean wind, through the forest of 
democratic fetishes and blow away much 
that is stultifying and unworthy. 

There is reason to believe that out of 
these factories will come a new spirit that 
will entitle us to victory.

Balance of Farm Prices and Wage * 
Rates Essential Factor in 
National Economy

Every one knows that prices cannot 
be kept in balance if farm prices and 
wage rates run wild. Yet it is evident 
that it is one thing to fix the price of 
manufactured goods and of raw materials 
which are produced by corporations and 
it is another thing to fix the wages of em- 
ployees and the prices paid to farmers. 
The government can 
regulate corporate pro- 
perty. But when the 
government is called 
upon to fTegulate the 
labor of individual men, 
be they wage earners or 
farmers there are human 
and political elements in

in the last analysis is the reason why our 
efforts to prevent inflation are so hesitant 
and so incomplete. 


Balanced Prices 


NecessaTy as it is to keep wage rates 
and farm prices in balance with the rest 
of the economy, the means available to 


accomplish this result must, because of 
the elementary and -irreducible human 
element involved, be different. Where 


inanimate things are concerned, the gov- 
ernment can if necessary control the price 
by requisitioning the whole supply and 
then rationing it. But obviously the gov- 
ernment cannot dream of conscripting the 
whole wage-earning and farming popula- 
tion of the United States. and then order- 
ing every one to work at a fixed wage and 
a fixed price. That has been possible in 
Germany at least for the wage-earners 
and to a somewhat lesser degree for the 
farmers. But it has not been possible in 
Britain and it is certainly not possible 
here. 

Thus we must surely recognize fully 
the necessity of keeping all pfices in 
balance. Congress ought to set this up as 
the goal of the national policy. But we 
shall do well to base our measures to 
achieve the goal on the realization that, 
whereas commodities can be regulated by 
lawful compulsion if it is supported by

Just because farm prices and wage 
rates are the most difficult part of the 
the Administration and Con- 
gress have turned their attention to what

raw materials and manufactured goods. 
This is not only unsound for the reasons 
which have been stated by Mr. Baruch 
and so many other students of the ques- 
tion, but from the point of view of states- 
manship and of practical politics it is the 
wrong approach. It will be a grave mis- 
take to pass a law which promises the 
farmers and wage-earners that their costs 
of living wil] not rise, and then when the 
promise is not fulfilled—largely because 
farm prices and wage rates have run wild 
—to let the odium fall upon the govern- 
ment and upon business men. 

The right approach is the reverse: that 
is to say, to reach a voluntary national 
understanding with organized labor and 
with the organized farmers that they can 
be and that they will be protected against 
substantial losses only if they do not seek 
Special gains, and then to use the com+ 
pulsory regulation of industrial commodi- 
ties as the means for enforcing und 
fulfilling this national understanding. 
The voluntary understanding, which ob- 
tains the consent of the labor unions and 
the farm organizations, should be directly 


connected with the measures to fix 
industria] prices by compulsion. 
Gentlemen's Agreement 

This voluntary understanding, this 


gentlemen's agreement among the people 
of the United States, can be reached, I be- 
lieve, if we base the national policy on 
principles which are abviously just and 
have long been recognized. We have a 
principle for the regulation of farm prices 
which for eight years has been sanctioned 
by law and for many more years has had 
the support of thoughtful farmers. It is 
the principle of parity as defined in the 
agricultural laws. The national under- 
Standing with the farm organizations 
should be that the ceiling on farm prices 
is parity, and that the floor under farm 
prices wil] not be much below parity. It 
is evident that if'in the long agricultural 
depression the justice for which farmers 
struggled was to be found in parity, then 
in time of great national need farmers 
would he asking for more than justice if 
they asked for more than parity The 
principle of parity is established by law 
and sanctioned by usage. We should now 
adhere to it and agree that, so far as the 
farmer goes, measures of contro] will 
have parity as their objective. 

We have a principle for the measuring 
of wage rates which, while not so well 
defined in law or in practice, is neverthe- 


less well known and sanctioned by usage.

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It is the principle of the maintenance of 
real wages by holding them level with the 
cost of living. In time of emergency this is 
a just principle on which to base wage 
policy. For while in time of peace real 
wages ought to advance with technologi< 
cal progress, in times like these when the 
nation is certainly not becoming richer, 
it is reasonaWle to try to hold the purchas- 
ing power of wage rates at the level of 
the cost of living. To let it fall below that 
level is unnecessary and therefore unjust; 
to push 4t above that level is to drive so 
hard a bargain that it may be called pro- 
fiteering. We should also remember that 
while real wage rates ought not in gen- 
eral to be allowed to rise, wage earners’ 
incomes can rise still further, the more 
intensively work is done, For what has to 
be stabilized are wage rates and not the 
contents of the pay envelope. 


Farm Prices 
Now if we can tie farm prices to in- 
dustrial prices by the rule of parity, and 
if we can tie wage rates to the cost of 


living, then we can concentrate our regue 
lation principally upon industrial prices. 


| We shall have obtained by consent of the 


farm organizations and the labor unions, 
a rule which keeps farm prices and wage 
rates fastened to industrial prices. Then, 
when we keep industrial prices under 
strict control—if necessary by requisition 
and rationing—the government will be 
fulfilling the contract with the farm or- 
ganizations and the labor movement, And 
vice versa, just because farm prices and 
Wage rates stay in balance with industrial 
prices, it will be possible for the govern- 
ment, as it would not otherwise be, to 


| succeed in controlling industrial prices.

The advantage of this approach to the 
question is that it is based on certain ele- 
mentary and unchangeable facts—namely 
that the government can by lawful com- 
pulsion regulate industrial prices whereas 
In a free country farm prices and wage 
rates can be regulated only if there is 
consent.
